That Vermont "Volcano." 


Dr. Cutting, State Geologist of Ver- 


mont, visited a aiach-talkecl-of volcano 
ftt North Fayston, and a local paper says: 
"The conical hill is on the north side of 
Bald Mountain, its north slope being 
perhaps three hundred feet, and its south 
slope half that distance. This hill is a 
mass of detached rock, with crevices, 
and overgrown with trees. These crev- 
ices are very deep. One of them, some 
«ix inches wide, is mostly covered by 
soil, and a growth of trees, bushes and 
the like. Some places are not so covered, 
and these are the volcanic holes—simply 
bits of the crevice not covered. The air 
in the crevices or caves is, of course, 
Moist, and is cold in summer and -wiM-m 
in winter, when considered in relation 
to the outside atmosphere. When the 
damp air comes out of the crevice or 
cave in winter, the moisture with which 
it is charged is condensed in vapor, and 
that is all there is to the ' volcano.' The 
temperature within the cave or crevice is 
40 degrees above zero."
